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CHINESE LANGUAGE GUIDE 

North Chinese is spoken by more people than any 
other language in the world. It is the native language 
of some 400 million people in northern and western 
China — almost three times the population of the United 
States. It is also the official language of the entire 
Chinese nation. The dialects of southeastern China are 
quite different from North Chinese, but anywhere you 
go in China you will find people who speak this 
official language. 

This Language Guide will enable you to ask direc- 
tions, buy things or order a meal wherever North 
Chinese is spoken. Knowing a little of the language 
will also help you get along with the people, for they 
will naturally be pleased to see a stranger showing 
enough interest in them to try to learn their language. 

How to Use the Records ond Guide 

This Guide is not intended to give you a complete 
command of Chinese. For a thorough course write to 
the United States Armed Forces Institute, Madison, 
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Wisconsin. This handbook will, however, enable you 
to cany on simple conversations in the language. 

The records that go with this Guide give you a 
number of the most important words and phrases in 
Chinese. Read the section called Hints on Pronunciation 
and then listen to the records until you know the 
Useful Words and Phrases by heart. Repeat each word 
out loud right after you hear it and say it exactly the 
way the Chinese speaker does. Imitate the pronuncia- 
tion as closely as you can, just as you might mimic 
someone who has an unusual accent. Try to get every 
detail of the pronunciation, even the rhythm and 
intonation. Follow the words in your Guide but use 
them only as a reminder; if you hear something differ- 
ent from what you see written, go by what you hear. 
Remember that you can't get the sound of a language 
from the printed word alone — you have to use your 
ears even more than your eyes. If you don't have the 
records and can't get a Chinese speaker to read the 
words, you will have to rely on the Hints on Pronun- 
ciation alone. 

By the time you have practiced the Useful Words

and Phrases several times you will know what sound 
each letter stands for in the Guide. You will then be 
able to pronounce the Additional Expressions even 
though you have not actually heard them and you 
will be able to form sentences of your own by using 
the section called Fill-In Sentences. 

Hints on Pronunciation 

All the words and phrases in this Guide are written 
in a simplified spelling which you read like English. 
Each letter or combination of letters is used for the 
sound it usually stands for in English and it always 
stands for that sound. Thus, oo is always pronounced 
as it is in too, boot, tooth, roost, never as anything else. 
Say these words and then pronounce the vowel sound 
by itself. That is the sound you must use every time 
you see oo in the simplified spelling. 

Special Points 

A curved line (J) joining two groups of letters 
means that you make your voice slide up. Example: 
NEE^EEN haJOO meaning "Hello." 
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Syllables written in capital letters are pronounced in 
a higher pitch than others. In a word like hajOO the 
voice starts low and rises. In a word like NEE^EEN 
the voice starts high and rises a little. 

Syllables written with an exclamation point (!) 
after them are pronounced with the voice starting 
high and then falling sharply, as in an English com- 
mand like "HALT!" or "STOP!" 

The letter or u stands for a sound we do not 
have in English. To make it you round your lips as 
though to say the oo in boo and at the same time say 
the ee in bee. 

You will find these sounds explained and illustrated % 
on the records. 

Regional Differences 

There are about 50 million Chinese in the south- 
eastern part of China who speak a language quite 
different from North Chinese. But even here you will 
find many people who understand the official language. 

There are some variations in the way North Chinese 
is pronounced in various regions, just as there are 
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differences in the way English is pronounced in dif- 
ferent sections of our country. If you find yourself in a 
region where the people have a slightly different 
pronunciation, it is well to try to speak the way 
they do. 
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USEFUL WORDS AND PHRASES 



The following is the exact wording of the Chinese 
language records issued with this Guide. 

These records give you a few useful phrases in Chi- 
nese. The phrases and other words you will need are 
found also in the pamphlet which should be used with 
these records. To learn to imitate the sounds of Chinese, 
you should listen to the records at least six or seven 
times. The English will be given first, followed by the 
Chinese. Then repeat the Chinese out loud, and say it 
good and loud. Remember! Repeat every Chinese phrase 
right after you hear it. Words, greetings, and general 
phrases which are useful, and should be memorized, 
are given first. 



GREETINGS AND GENERAL PHRASES

which is equivalent to our "Hello," "Gooa morn- 
ing," "Good day," "Good evening." It is:

Chinese speakers use a phrase 
meaning "please" which is really "I request/

You have noticed by now that Chinese has a pecul- 
iar sing-song quality. This is very important in the 
language and you should try to memorize the phrases 
exactly as you hear them. However, if you speak the 
syllables that are written in capital letters in a loud 
tone of voice with higher pitch and say the words 
and syllables written in small letters in the lowest

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pitch of your natural speaking voice, you will be 
understood. Words written in capital letters with an 
exclamation mark after them should be given in the 
same tone of voice as a command like "HALT!"
